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Some Will Die 



A brief news item from a Western city reports an 
auto accident. The driver was burned to a crisp. In his 
car were found hcat-scarcd ccntainers that had held gas- 
oline. Before gas lationinK tliose containers would not 
have been ths-re; tliat man wculd not h*\vc died. 

A five-gallon can of gasoline in the home, in the 
garage or in the luck of a car can bring almost instant 
death to anycnc in the vicinity. Gasoline docs not merely 
burn. Its fumes in a confined space have the force of 
dynamite. They will explode without warning, the detona- 
tcr often being -on invisible sparU incurred by static 

electricity. 

As spring and summer approach, ihu temptation 
■will be strong to 'save" a little gas For a trip to the moun- 
tains cr the soashcre. A percentage of those who succumb 
to this temptation will meet a horrible death. In all prob- 
ability tlicrc will be cases where entire homes are destroy- 
ed and members of families killed or maimed. They will 

have learned about gasoline too late. But Uiere are 

millions of others who will avoid tragedy by heeding 
the warnings of fire prevention experts: experts who have 
studied the dangers facing the gasoline hoarder. These ex- 
perts have pointed out that no gasoline container is really 
Uak-proof. A little water in the bottom is sufficient to 
rust through the best can. They also point out tliat gas 
fumes in a basement in which a furnace is operating are 
nothing less than a time bomb. Even pouring gas into 
the car tank may prove disastrous, for here again static 
electricity flashings from tank to funnel could result in 
instant oblivion. 

These warnings have been issued in an endeavor 

to save lives and property. They are not appeals to pat- 

riotism. Good excuses by the gas hoarder might avoid 

the issue of patriotism. But no amount of rationahzmg 

■ can avoid the prospect of death.

Strength of Democracy 

Under a dictatorship, tlie cost of war can be 
shrugged off witii printing press money.

Match This Record 

More than 28,C00 physicians volunteered'' their 
-erviccs without pay to the Selective Service boards. More 
than -lO.CCO phys-cians gavf up their careers in civilian 
practice to serve with the armed forces. The directing 
board of the Procurement and Assignment Service for 
Physici.-ins. and its many representatives throughout the 
nation, serve without one cunt of remuneration. The hun- 
dreds cf physicians en. the consultant committee of the 
Division of Medical Science of the National Research 
Council, and in the Office of Research and Development. 
contribute lime and income without one cent of remuner- 
ation. Thrcufihout the nation, thousands of doctors fur- 
nish countless services in connection with civilian de- 
fense, without one cent of remuneration. It would be in- 
teresting to know what other trade or profession can 
match this record of public service. 

And yet proposals are made to throw American 
medicine into the political arena, and level it off to the 
standards prevailing in European countries where ex- 
periments in socialized medicine have utterly failed to 
produce the health records and benefits to the general 
public which are the rule rather than the exception in the 
United States. Fortunately for the people in this country, 
such efforts seem to have failed. 

American medicine is marching ahead unselfishly 
and scientificallly in its determination to maintain for our 
armed forces and the people at home the highest medi- 
cal standards in the world— not for this year, or next 
year, but for every year.

' Spiritual truth becomes under- 1 
Btandnblc to us ns it is put in the 
language of our daily life. Jesus 
.was the Master Teacher of all timi.^, 
^ond made use of graphic figures to 
present the message of salvation. 

He spoke, of the, wind, of water, 
ond in this ie.nson of bread. Even a 
child knows about such tilings and 
understands the good news. Bread 
Is still the start of life. It speaks 
of life and health, of satisfaction and 
strength. ^ „ . 

Beginning with the five small bar- 
ley cakes (and two fishes) which a 
provident little boy had taken with 
him into me wilderness. Jesus 
preaches by miracle and by pre- 
cept of eternal things. One is glad 
that a bright lad was more thought- 
ful Ihan all the adults that day, for 
he provided the occasion for the mir- 
acle and the message. 
• I. Daily Bread (vv. B-13). 

The great multitude had followed 
Jesus to the other side of Galilee 
where He had gone to rest. They 
^•ought Him out and He had compas* 
^■ion on them— those sheep without 
• shepherd (Matt. 9:36). Tiial inter- 
est was first spiritual, for "he be- 
gan to teach them many things, 
Cut it was also practical in tiic 
realm of daily life, for He saw that 
they were physically liungry. 

His appeal to Philip revealed the 
lack of faith which at limes afTlicted 
the disciples. They knew they bad 
the Son of God in their midst, and 
yet they were bound by the matter 
of dollars and cents, of portions and 
—well, they just wished Jesus would 
send these people away. That 
would solve the problem. Oh, yes, 
•'Ihero is a lad here." but what he 
has amounts to nothing. 

All this was perfectly natural. 
They talked just like most of us do 
when wc arc up against ^^ ^'/^^j'j;'] 
problem. " ' *' '

If wc let Christ have all that we 
have and are. it will be adequate 
for every need. 

Are you worrying about your lacK 
of money: your inability to do things 
for Him? Are you limiting God when 
He would like to take what you 
have and multiply it by His bless- 
ing? 

Notice that though tho/e was plen- 
ty, there was none lo waste. What 
was over was gathered up. God 
' never encourages waste. Perhaps 
we in America may learn tiiat les- 
son the hard way In those days— 
but having learned it let us not for- 
get it. 
H. Heavenly llreail (vv. H. 30, 31). 
The people (probably incited by 
the" religious leaders) after their 
first surprise nt tlie miracle, sought 
Him out in the tomple and demand- 
ed a greater miracle. Jesus never 
" put much dependence on those 
whose failli rested on miracles, and 
we do well to be careful of those who 
must have something spectacular 
going on all the time if they are to 
be interested. 

They contrasted His miracle of 
one meal with the repeated mira- 
cle of the daily manna— the bread 
from heaven— under Moses. Jesus 
makes it clear that He is not in 
. competition with Moses, for the 
manna came not from Moses but 
from God. Those who seek signs 
and wonders had better gel their 
eyes ofT such things and get them on 
God who is the Giver of every good 
ond perfect gift. 

Tiieir plea for heavenly bread 
gave Jesus the opportunity to tell 
them about, the true bread from 

Tu. The Bread of Life (vv. 32-35). 

Feeding the body is important, but 
the real need of men is tor spiritual 
food Daily bread is a food tliat 
perisheth (see v. 27). but lhe."meat 
that endureth unto eternal life" is 
received by faith in Christ (v. 29). 

Instead of a sign, or the passing 
blessing of daily .sustenance, Jesus 
presents Himself as tlie bread of 
life which will eternally satisfy llie 
deepe.sl hunger and lliirst of the 

human suul. „, - . 

Those who leach thai Christ is 
%ut our example, giving Himself as 
the spiritual bread to tiiose who by 
development of character are seek- 
ing to be like Him, should read 
versos 47 to 51 of this same chap- 
ter Here He makes clear that by 
the giving of His llesh in the death of 
the cross everlasting life comes to 
the believer. 

It is only the man who eats of 
this bread, who by faith makes him- 
BcU partaker of the death of our 
Lord, that can have eternal life.

Constipaiion and skin irritaiions 
cleared up. 

Lack of the B complex vitamins 
lessens the liver's store of an en- 
ergy-giving chemical, called giy- 
coHcn. And this means fatigue and 
inal)ility to work. 

Another experiment, at Colum- 
bia University, proved that vita- 
mins A and Bi were essential to 
a hale and hearty later life. A 
batch of rats in the nutrition lab- 
oratories there were fed two to 
four times the normal amounts pi 
those vitamins and calcium. I he 
enriched diet added mans equiva- 
lent oi seven years to their hvcs. 
and those well-fed rats had vim 
and vigor long after their less for- 
tunate brethren had endured a mis- 
erable dotage and died. 

Of course, the best insurance for 
a lively old age is an adequate diet 
from birth, but for the, nine mil- 
lion persons in the United Stales 
now. who are over 65— and the 
much larger number over 50— it s 
a little late to worry over past mis- 
take*. There is still time, however, 
thanks to the rapid advance o( nu- 
trition knowledge, to repair those 
vitamin-deficiency fences. Mini- 
mum daily requirements of vita- 
mins and minerals for good health 
have been set by the Bovernment. 
Concentrates, containing all the six 
essential vitamins and the iiniior- 
lant mineraU— phosphorus, calcium

It had taken near- 
ly four months to wipe out the Jap 
beachhead in this sector. Still in 
Nipponese hands wore Sanananda, 
Lae, Salamaua and Madang. Clos- 
est in was Sanf.nanda and here a 
three - pronged Allied drive had 
hemmed in the last survivors and 
cut oit all hope of reinforcement. 

The subjugation of remaining Lae, 
Salamaua and Madang presented 
another story. Their successful os-r 
sault meant overcoming the same 
complex problems of supply that 
impeded and delayed the olTensive 
against the Japanese at Buna and 
Gona. And until these New Guinea 
positions were wiped out, the United 
Nations would be unable to launch 
any oiTensive to extend Allied con- 
trol on to Now Britain. 

Guadalcanal 

In the Solomons, reinforced Aincr- 
ican troops were reported moving 
against ohlv spasmodic Jap resist- 
ance. While the Americans had 
been able to land additional forces 
to augment their units on Guadal- 
canal, reports nei.sisled that the 
Japs had been able also to strength- 
en Iheir pcsitions.

LANDING OPEUATIONS 



Since Pacific warfare lends to de- 
velop into a battle for islands, land- 
ing operations are taking an impor- 
tant place in the plans of naval 
strategists. 

Marine methods in landing opera- 
lions may not be full." disclosed for 
reasons of military security, but 
general tactics usually employed by 
Ihe navy -and the Leathernecks are 
no secret to the enemy by now. 
A modern landing operation re- 
quires split-second co-operation be- 
tween air, sea and landing forces. 
The area to be invaded is studied 
minutely and thorough plans are 
laid long before the date set for 
things to pop. That date is kept a 
close secret, since surprise is an 
important element in the success of 
the venture. 

In the air the operation may m- 
volvc the use of reconnaissance and 
fighter planes, bombers. Irocp-car- 
rying gliders, parachute troop trans- 
ports and planes cquifped to lay 
smoke screens. 1! 

Naval forces probably • Include 
transports, batlle.ships, aircraft car- 
riers, light and heavy cruisers, de- 
stroyers, submarines, mine sweep- 
ers and supply ships. 

At the appointed moment bomber 
and fighter planes attack from o%'er- 
head. The big naval, vessels, lying 
several miles out to sea cut loose 
with everything they've got. Ma- 
rines already have been dispatched 
in their rubber landing boots In cov- 
er of darkness, and are on their 
way to the shore line. 

Shell after shell from the naval 
guns screeches over the heads of 
the inbound marines to blast the 
- enemy ^back from the beach de- 
fenses, smashing at his artillery and 
communications lines. 
^ The landing boats zig-zag toward 
shore at full speed, perhaps covered 
by a smoke screen. Marines return 
; enemy fire from machine guns 
' perched in the bow of each boat. 
Near the beach marines pile over 
the sides and splash through the 
surf, toward the enemy positions.

approximately $2,000,000,000. Every 
person receiving more than $12 per 
week must pay the Victory lax upon 
that part of his income over and 
above the $12. For example, a mar- 
ried man with a salary of $50 per 
week, with two dependents, would 
make only a net payment of $1.06 , 
per week after allowance for post- 
war credit. 

The Government has made every 
effort to make the impact of the 
new tax ns light as possible. The 
law, in cfTect, provides that in the 
case of married persons whose sole 
income is from wages-or salary, 40 
percent of the Victory tax paid (up 
to a maximum of $1,000) plus 2 per- 
cent for each dependent (up to a 
maximum of $100) ngny be used as 
a credit against whatever Federal 
income taxes the Individual may owe 
' at the end of the year— provided he 



has purchased certain War Bonds, 
or paid old debts or paid life insur- 
ance premiums equal to the amount 
of this credit. In the case of single 
persons this credit will be 25 percent 
of the Victory tax paid (up to a 
maximum of $500). Should the Vic- 
tory tax credit exceed the individu- 
al's Federal income tax, the unused 
portion of the credit may be refund- 
able to the taxpayer. 

Even with the Victory tax, the 
1943 income tax, and all other taxes 
paid by individuals, the average 
American will have more money 
with which to buy War Bonds than 
he has ever had before. Here are 
the statistics which explain that 
statement; . 

In 1940 the total income payments 
made to the American people 
amounted to about 76 billion dollars. 
In that same year the total personal 
taxes paid, Federal, State and local, 
were roughly 2.5 billion dollars,

NEW YORK. — Forty-one survi- 
vors of n mcdlum-sizcd United 
States merchant ship, torpedoed and 
sunk in the Indian ocean several 
months ngo, reached the African 
coast after seven days in an open 
boat, only lo be confronted by naked 
savages armed with big knives. For- 
tunately the savages turned out to 
be friendly and helped the seamen 
make their way back to civilization. 
This was revealed by some of. the 
survivors who had reached an East 
coast port. The sinking of the ship 
was olllcially announced recently by 
the navy deportment in Washington. 
Fourteen men, 12 members of the 
crew of the merchant ship and twn 
of the ton-man naval gun crow, aro 
missing and presumed dead. 
Two Turpeducs Hit. 
Copt. W. W. Kuhne of 460 Oak- 
land avenue, West New Brighton, 
S. L, said thnt the ship was sunk 
ay two torpedoes, which he believed 
were fired from n motor torpedo 
boat. While his crew and the naval 
gunners were abandoning ship, he 
said, one lifeboat was upset. The 
loss of life occurred among the men 
who wore in it. 

All 41 survivors crowded into one 
-»f '.he three remaining lifeboats, 
hoondoning the two others. Captain 
Kuhne reported that they suffered 
severely from hunger and thirst dur- 
ing the week before they reached 
land. Wlien shore was sighted a 
heavy surf was running and he 
feared the crowded lifeboat might 
not moke the beach. 

"But wo started in and then about 
•.!0 natives came on the beach to 
watch us land," he told the Asso- 
ciated Press. "They had big knives 
hanging from belts. The belts were 
the only clothing they wore. 
Keally Worried. 
"We were really worried but we 
decided to test them to see if they 
were friendly. As soon as we were 
close enough we tossed a rope, they 
rushed up and helped us beach the 
boat, and we knew they were our 
friends." 

Captain Kuhne said that the na- 
tives fed the hungry men. taught 
them to catch crabs, and bartered 
bananas and chickens for their pos- 
sessions. Two matches wore traded 
for four bananas, and a life preserv- 
er brought four chickens. The na- 
tives wore glad lo take United 
States coins but were skeptical 
about dollar bills. 

The Africans helped the ship- 
wrecked men to travel on foot and 
bv boot to a town, from which they 
returned to the United States by ship 
and airplane.

She obtained a copy of the direc- 
tory, found the address of an Albert 
Kasch and wrote him a letter, ex- 
plainiiiij her 'desire lo find her sis- 
lu-r, who had married an Albert 
Kascli in Denmark before departing 
for the United States 40 years at;o. 
Mrs. Biawshaw came to this coun- 
try two years later. 

The I Albert Kasch listed in the 
telephone book proved lo be Mrs 
Brawshaw's sister's son, and the let- 
ter brought the two women together 
here (or a reunion.
